How Nazis Plunder 


EVER since Goering invented his 

famous slogan “Guns or But- 
ter,” the Nazis have consistently 
used food as a political instru- 
ment, At a time when growing 
transport difficulties make it im- 
possible to provide the population 
with even their meagre rations, 
food is often deliberately with- 
held from  them—for _ political 
reasons. 

In districts, for instance, with 
industries or mineral resaurces 
whi are essential to the war 
effort the people receive issues of 
supplementary, unrationed food- 
stuffs, whenever discontent among 
the works finds expression in a 
diminished output. On the other 
hand, the least sign of dissatis- 
factton in areas not important to 
war economy is visited by a cur- 
tailment of supplies. 

This treatment applies in a 
general way to whole districts, 
but distinctions are drawn he- 
tween different categories of 
workers. The military, of course, 
receive the best rations, though 
here, too, a difference is made ba- 
tween fighting troops and occupy- 
ing forces. 

The best-treated class of civi- 
lians are workers in the heavy 
industries and miners. The result 
of this policy has been to create, 
within a community which _ is, 
generally speaking, ill or under~ 
fed, an “aristocracy of feede' 
(the phrase has been coined in 
Germany since the war began) 
consisting of the pillars of Nazi 


domination—the SA‘and_,SS and: 


those upon whom the Nazis. de- 
pend for the maintenance of their 
war economy. 


Bait For. Tho. 
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country ffed meals are {ssued for 
the’ first few. days from. army. kit- 
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The object of these meals is to 
win over malcontents in the oc-, 
cupied territories in favour of the 
otcupying. forces. As soon as the 
occupying authorities introduce 
food rationing, which they do 
soon after their arrival, a labour 
recruiting campaign on behalf of 
Germany is launched among the 
working, classes.

Tee-cream men are helping in 
the preparation of gland extracts. 

The most important of these 
glands is the pancreas, which is 
used for the manufacture of in- 
sulin, essential in the treatment 
of diabetes, It is extracted from 
the carcase at slaughter- -houses, 
and hag to be frozen to a low 
temperature within half an pour. 

Owing to the shortage of ice- 
cream ingredients many jce-cream 
merchants have provided the 
Government with plant and in- 
sulated vans for the freezing and 
collection of glands. This scheme 
fs operating in . 800 slaughter- 
houses, with the result that the 
import of certain gland extracts 
is no longer mecessary. 

Reports receive’ so far show 
that’ thie quality of British-ex- 
tracted. pancreas glands is at least 
ag high as the imported extract.

The most notable event of the 
yeur was the official opening of 
the new Clubhouse on Saturday. 
Octuber 26, 1940. The occasion

The total membership on June 
30, 1941 was 610 including absent 
members, subscribers and lady 
subscribers but excluding life 
members and honourary members. 
During the year 118 new mem~- 
bers, 54 subscribers and 28 lady 
subscribers were elected as against 
resignations from 12 members, 16

The armourer has one of the 
most fascinating jobs on a bomber 
station. Men who were mechan- 
ics in civillan life are often at- 
tracted to it, but some of the 
most expert armourers were once 
clerks, shop assistants, or busin- 
ess men. They work in shifts 
from the return of the aircraft in 
the dawn to the take-off in the 
dusk, Their first job is to exam- 
ine any faults in armament that | 
may be reported by the crews 
when they land. During the 
morning the armourers examtne 
the guns, the bomb racks, and 
then ull the rest of the aircraft's 
armament. One of the armour- 
er’s jobs is to help the air gunner 
to harmonize his multiple guns so 
that they make the right cone of 
fire.

Annual Report 


The most notable event of the 
year was the official opening of 
the new Clubhouse on Saturday, 
October 26, 1940. The occasion 
was the Opening Cruise which was 
followed in the evening by a re- 
ception for members and_ their 
friends at which His Excellency 
the Acting-Governor Lieutenant- 
General E. F. Norton, declared the 
premises formally open. 

After payment of gauak interest 
and setting aside of $9,445.37 as 
depreciation, the accounts show an 
excess of expenditure over income 
of $7,469.23, Wages inevitably 
show a large increase and the cost 
of transportation was high.
